WHILE many of us may be enjoy¬ 
ing our dinner with close family this 
Christmas, a mother and her five chil¬ 
dren will be sharing theirs with 140 
people. 

Kathleen Das and Sophia, 7, Emilia, 
5, Anneliese, 4, Zara, 2, and Gabriel, 
who is just a few weeks old, will be 
sitting down to lunch at the Catholic 
Church in Newmarket after organising 
a free Christmas meal for local people 
for a sixth consecutive year. 

The meal, an initiative of the 
Churches Together in Newmarket 
group, is open to anyone - particularly 
the elderly, vulnerable, or those who 
would otherwise be alone on Christ¬ 
mas Day. 

“I love to be involved with the event 
because it is wonderful to be able to 
give reassurance to the elderly and 
vulnerable people that they will not 
be eating alone on Christmas Day,” 
Kathleen said. 

“For some guests, they have worried 
for months in advance about being 
lonely at Christmas and they are al¬ 
ways so grateful to come along.” 

For Kathleen, Christmas morning 
will start very early with presents for 



her children from Father Christmas. 

By 8am, she is already at the Catho¬ 
lic Church with chef Dale Knappett, 
who is volunteering for a second year, 
to start cooking the food. 

Dale responded to an appeal in the 
Newmarket News last year for a chef to 
cook the lunch on the day He enjoyed 
it so much, he’s agreed to help again 
this year. 

“It is always a logistical challenge in

a small kitchen that is not really de¬ 
signed to cater for so many people,” 
said Kathleen. 

The busy mum gets involved in set¬ 
ting tables, prepping starters, serving 
welcome drinks, and co-ordinating 
the whole operation. 

However, she is not alone - a num¬ 
ber of volunteers also give up their 
time to help, including transporting 
guests to and from the meal, and dis¬ 
trict councillor Robin Millar and his 
wife Bonny will also be on hand to 
help again this year. 

Kathleen added: “Arranging a huge 
Christmas meal for 140 people with 
five very small children is a challenge, 


but it is wonderful to be able to share 
with my older children the impor¬ 
tance of giving something back at 
Christmas. 

“When we all go home as a family 
at the end of the day, I think it is im¬ 
portant for the children to reflect on 
how much happiness they were able 
to bring to other people by just being 
a smiling face and providing com¬ 
panionship and a meal to those who 
might otherwise not have celebrated 
Christmas. 

“I hope as they grow older they will 
continue to be involved and want to 
share their family time at Christmas 
with those less fortunate than them¬ 
selves.” 

Local businesses and people have 
also been donating to ensure the day 
is as festive as possible, with the Or¬ 
monde giving them Christmas crack¬ 
ers, the Bedford Lodge Hotel provid¬ 
ing pigs in blankets, and local people 
donating tea bags and washing up liq¬ 
uid.

A MAN who helped to “in¬ 
vade” a flat in Newmarket 
to carry out an assault has 
been jailed for 14 months. 

Jake Morgan-Rix, 23, 
was one of three men who 
tricked their way inside the 
home of Tarik Rukwira in 
Lester Piggott Way at about 
2am on June 11. 

On Friday, Ipswich Crown 
Court heard how Morgan- 
Rix had gained entry to the 
flat with the help of some¬ 
one regarded as a friend by 
Mr Rukwira. 

At the time, Mr Rukwira 
had been asleep in bed. 

Prosecuting, Michael 
Crimp said Morgan-Rix had 
repeatedly struck Mr Ruk¬ 
wira.

Judge Devaux told Mor¬ 
gan-Rix: “In your eyes, at 
any rate, there was a prob¬ 
lem and something had up¬ 
set you.”

Dog bite case: 
Jury clears 
owner, aged 80 


THE OWNER of a dog which 
allegedly bit a six-year-old 
boy at a car boot sale has 
been cleared of possessing 
a dangerously out of control 
dog by a jury at Cambridge 
Crown Court. 

The boy had been at a car 
boot sale with his parents on 
August 17, 2014, when, in an 
apparently unprovoked at¬ 
tack, golden retriever Benji 
pushed him over, biting his 
head and ear right down to 
the cartilage. 

Benji’s owner, Adrian 
Chaplin, 80, appeared at 
Cambridge Crown Court and 
denied being in possession 
of a dangerously out of con¬ 
trol dog. 

Prosecuting, Michael 
Procter said the boy received 
a significant dog bite which 
required 19 stitches. 

In defence, Martin Ruther¬ 
ford said Chaplin, of Dog- 
gett’s Lane in Fordham, had

had the dog for five years 
and there had never been 
any indication of aggressive 
behaviour before. 

Chaplin said the boy, or his 
companions, may have had 
food they were waving pro¬ 
vocatively. This was denied 
and there were no witnesses 
to suggest this was the case. 

Giving evidence, Chap¬ 
lin said he got Benji in 2009 
when the dog was 12 weeks 
old as a ‘form of companion¬ 
ship’ after losing his wife and 
son. He said: “I trained Benji 
at Soham dog training centre 
for 18 months and he even 
became top dog in show 
class. 

“Benji is a very affection¬ 
ate dog, he is a friend to eve¬ 
rybody and he is my shadow. 

“I didn’t see him bite the 
boy but in any case this was a 


one off, he has never done it 
before and won’t do it again. 

“I first knew something 
had happened when the 
boy’s father said something 
to me. Since August 2014 
Benji has been kept on a lead 
at the car boot sales.” 

Chaplin admitted Benji’s 
behaviour on that day was 
‘unacceptable’. He added 
that Benji’s way of begging 
for food was to ‘sit, wait and 
hope he might get some’, so 
his behaviour on this day 
seemed out of character. 

The court heard more than 
100 people stepped forward 
to support Benji by signing a 
petition to say he was not an 
aggressive dog. 

The jury retired to consid¬ 
er their verdict yesterday and 
returned with a unanimous 
not guilty verdict less than 
40 minutes later, acquitting 
the defendant of the charge 
against him.

INTREPID fundraiser Cal¬ 
lum Fairhurst is coming 
home to Cambridgeshire for 
Christmas. 

Callum, 18, who is cycling 
around the world in memo¬ 
ry of his brother, is expected 
to arrive in his hometown of 
Soham today or tomorrow. 

In July Callum, a former 
Soham Village College pu¬ 
pil, set off on his cycle ride 
across the globe in memory 
of Liam. 

Liam was 10 when he was 
diagnosed with cancer. He 
lost his battle with the dis¬ 
ease in 2009, but before he 
died he had raised a stagger¬ 
ing £340,000 for children’s 
cancer charities. 

Not long after his 
death, the Fairhurst 
family launched the 
Liam Fairhurst Foun¬ 
dation, which supports 
young people in the UK 
affected by cancer, dis¬ 
abilities and illnesses. 

Callum decided to 
take on Challenge 360 - 
the name he has called 
the ride in a bid to raise 
£100,000 for the founda¬ 
tion. 

And with just America 
to complete now, he’s de¬ 
cided to have a little break 
over the Christmas period 
with his family. 

His mum, Sarah, who 
lives in Soham with her 
husband, Mark, said: “We’re 
expecting him home on ei¬ 
ther Wednesday or Thurs¬ 
day. 

“Mark and I were lucky 
enough to see Callum in 
Greece back in November 
but obviously we’re really ex¬ 
cited that he’s coming home 
for Christmas. 

“We’re going to have a 
really family-orientated 

Christmas and it’ll be nice 
not having to worry where in 
the world he is and whether 
he’s OK.” 

Callum’s ride started in 
Sydney in July. From there 
he cycled across Australia 
and through New Zealand, 
Indonesia, Singapore, Ma¬ 
laysia and Thailand. 

In October, he cycled 
across India and in Novem-

cord. 

“A few years later 
the world cycle record 
stands at something 
unbelievably ridiculous 
[125 days], so I’m not 
trying to beat that. 

“This journey isn’t 
about speed, it’s about 
seeing the world but 
also helping others 
across the countries I 

visit.” 

He added: “In Liam’s final 
moments I made a promise 
to him that I would live a 
brilliant life and try to help 
others while doing it. This 
challenge is ticking both of 
those boxes.”

EARLIER this year, the UK retirement 
landscape underwent its biggest 
transformation to date, people aged 
55 and over were given the freedom 
to do whatever they wanted with 
their hard-earned pension savings. 

While, by and large, people have 
behaved more responsibly that might 
have been expected, our figures show 
that these reforms are yet to have 
the desired impact and many are 
not benefiting from this new-found 
access to their pensions. 

One in five over 50s have never 
even heard of the pension reforms, 
despite the monumental impact they 
have on the way they fund for their 
retirement. 

And of those that have heard of 
them, a third admit that they remain 
bamboozled by their options. Yet 
next to none are seeking professional 
financial advice. 

It's extremely concerning. With 
people spending longer in retirement 
and living longer overall, their money 
is going to need to stretch further 
than they might expect. 

There is a real danger that today's 
over 50s could be missing out on the 
chance to have a more financially 
comfortable retirement or, indeed, 
could be putting their savings in 
jeopardy. 

For too long, many people who 
could benefit from financial advice 
have been ignored by the industry. 
The Government is currently 
conducting a review into the financial 
advice industry to see how more 
people can get access to the support 
they clearly need when it comes to 


planning their retirement. 

Radical changes must be made 
- the Government and financial 
regulators need to champion 
innovation that gives over 50s access 
to financial advice in an affordable 
way. 

At the same time, it's vital that 
the review also ramps up financial 
education for all consumers, and 
tackles the jargon and hideously 
confusing pricing that you often find 
with financial services companies, 
which stops people engaging with 
their money and seeking the advice 
they need. 

The Government has done the right 
thing by giving people the freedom to 
decide how they want to spend their 
money once they stop working. 

But the job's not over - it must now 

make sure they have access to the 

support to make the right decisions 

and get the retirement they deserve.

Crushing blow 
for nurses 

THE Government has delivered 
a crushing blow to future nursing 
students in this region by removing 
their bursaries - the vital financial 
support that helps many complete 
their studies and become nurses. 

Without this support many of us 
currently studying would not have 
been able to fulfil our dreams of 
becoming a nurse. We are worried 
about what this move means for 
the future of the NHS, our future 
colleagues and, above all, patient 


care. 

As a mature student I would 
have not been able to complete my 
nursing degree without the bursary. 

As a teenager I had a student loan to 
complete a degree in art and would 
not have been entitled to another 
loan to pursue nursing. I was very 
fortunate to receive my means-tested 
NHS bursary which enabled me to 
focus on my studies. As a result I 
gained a first class honours degree 
and now work at one of the leading 
cardio-thoracic NHS hospitals in the 
country as an intensive care nurse. I 
am fully committed to the NHS and 
intend to give many years of service. 

Student nurses are not like other 
students. Half our time is spent doing 
clinical work and our academic 
year is longer, giving us fewer 
opportunities to earn money in our 
spare time. We also tend to be older, 
many with families to support while 
completing our studies. 

Taking away these grants and 
replacing them with hefty loans will 
only pile on more financial pressure. 
Student nurses are the profession's 
future and their relationship with the 
NHS is critical. This decision risks 
severing that critical link and in doing 
so the Government is effectively 
absolving itself of responsibility to 
ensure the right numbers of nurses 
are in the right place. 

We are disappointed that the Royal 
College of Nursing was not consulted. 
We must now be allowed to work 
with the Government on a solution. 

The future of nursing must be 
protected.

Thug left man in pool of 
blood after savage attack 



A MAN from Soham will be 
serving 12 years behind bars 
after launching a violent at¬ 
tack on a man, which left 
him with a traumatic brain 
injury and lying in a pool of 
his own blood. 

Tobias Badcock, of White 
Hart Lane in Soham, assault¬ 
ed on a man and left him 
hospitalised for a month. 

The victim’s family feared 
he would not survive, and 
the attack has been de¬ 
scribed by police as “shock¬ 
ing” and “savage”. 

Police said Badcock at¬ 
tacked a “much smaller 
man” who he could “easily 
overpower” and had left him 
fighting for his life following 
the assault. 

The 25-year-old was walk¬ 
ing along Walpole Road in 
Cambridge, when he carried 
out the violent attack on his 
victim, a man in his 30s. 

The assault happened be¬ 
tween 5.30am and 7.15am 
on June 7, and the victim 
was discovered by a jogger at

about 7.15am, lying in a pool 
of his own blood. 

Badcock left his victim 
with a traumatic brain injury 
and multiple facial fractures. 

He was placed in a medi¬ 
cally induced coma and 
spent three months in hos¬ 
pital before returning home 
to continue his rehabilita¬ 
tion. 

Badcock was later caught 
after police found blood¬ 
stained clothing linking him 
to the crime. 

He was identified as hav¬ 
ing been with the victim 
earlier that morning through 
CCTV at a fuel station in 
Cherry Hinton before being 
seen by witnesses to walk 
with him onto Walpole Road. 

He was charged after the 
victim’s property was found 
at his home, along with 
blood-stained clothes link¬ 
ing him to the attack. 


Detective Constable 
Tom Rogers said: “Badcock 
launched a violent and sav¬ 
age attack against a smaller 
man he was easily able to 
overpower before leaving 
him in a life threatening con¬ 
dition with no aid. 

“My thoughts are with the 
victim who will have to deal 
with the long-term effects of 
these actions and his fam¬ 
ily who, for a time, believed 
they would lose their son. 

“I hope this result will help 
them to move on with their 
lives.” 

Badcock was sentenced 
to 12 years imprisonment 
at Cambridge Crown Court 
on Tuesday, December 8 for 
grievous bodily harm with 
intent, theft and a separate 
offence of battery resulting 
from a breach of a suspend¬ 
ed sentence handed down 
by Cambridge magistrates in 
February. 

The long-term prognosis 
of the victim’s injuries are 
still not clear.

The East Anglia Rail Franchise 
outlined priorities for the station 
including improved facilities, direct 
connectivity to London, half hourly 
services to Cambridge, and better 
bus connectivity to town and the 
racecourse. 

Mr Hancock said: “It was an excel¬ 
lent meeting with the team working 
to improve Newmarket Station - and 


talking about how we can work to 
improve services. 

“Positive steps are already being 
made, and I am pleased to see that 
a new ticket machine and display 
board has been installed to make 
commuting easier for the thousands 
of residents and visitors who use the 
station every week. 

“The station provides an impor¬ 
tant gateway to the town and its in¬ 
dustries, as well as those visiting our 
world famous racecourse. 

“By investing in improving servic¬ 
es and facilities, we are investing in 
Newmarket’s future and I will do all I 
can to make this happen”. 

Mr Hancock has already pledged 
his support for rail services in Suffolk 
to Transport Minister Claire Perry 
ahead of its debate in the House of 
Commons next Wednesday.

A TOTAL of £230,000 has 
been given to “shape the 
future and fortunes” of 
Mildenhall. 

The Government’s One 
Public Estate programme 
has released the money after 
a bid by West Suffolk Coun¬ 
cils, Suffolk County Council, 
Greater Cambridge Greater 
Peterborough LEP, New An¬ 
glia LEP and the West Suf¬ 
folk Clinical Commissioning 
Group. 

Forest Heath District 
Council will receive the 
funds to plan the future of 
RAF Mildenhall, support the 
growth of the town, and the 
Mildenhall Hub project, to 
provide more cost effective 
public services by putting 
them all on one site. 

Cllr James Waters, leader 
of FHDC, has said the deci¬ 
sions made over the next 
few years for the town can 
“shape or break local growth 
and prosperity”. 

He added: “The Gov¬ 
ernment, in giving us this 
funding, recognise that we,

“We expect to find out in 
the early part of next year 
whether the MOD plans to 
retain the RAF Mildenhall 
site. We have pressed home 
our residents’ concerns that 
under no circumstances 
should it be mothballed. 

“Should it release part 
or all of the site, there is a 
huge opportunity of jobs 
and housing growth to be 
considered within our local 
plan.”

AIRMEN from RAF Lakenheath have 
been preparing for an “active shooter” 
scenario on the air base. 

Staff Sgt Joseph Betancourt, 48th Se¬ 
curity Forces Squadron training super¬ 
visor, has been leading classes through 
“real world active shooter scenarios”, 
with the base saying “it’s not a matter of 
if these incidents will occur, but when”. 

Ssgt Betancourt said airmen, “realis¬ 
tically” aren’t always going to be armed, 
with their three options being whether 
to “freeze, fight or flee”.

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Is Pathfinder a driverless 
goal that’s attainable? 



A N important trial of 
driverless vehicles has 
scooped the prestigious 
Automotive Award for 
Innovation from the Society 
of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders. The trophy was in 
recognition of technology 
involved to bring three 
driverless pods to the streets 
of Milton Keynes. 

Working in partnership 
with academics to develop 
the LUTZ Pathfinder (Low- 
carbon urban transport 
zone), the company behind 
the project is Transport 
Systems Catapult (TSC). It 
wants to show driverless 
pods can help drastically 
reduce road deaths and 
serious injuries by removing 
the human element from 
driving. 

TSC's Steve Yianni said: 
"Ninety per cent of collisions 
on the UK's roads are due to 
human error in one way or 
another, so by allowing the 
vehicle to make decisions 
based on a broad array of 


information provided could 
help reduce this figure 
enormously." 

There is no dispute that 
most collisions are due to 
one or more driver making 
an error of judgement. Also, 
there are plenty of studies 
and statistics to prove that 
a driverless car future could 
make road deaths and 
serious injuries very rare and 


almost completely avoidable. 

This is an admirable future 
to work towards. However, 
there are questions to be 
asked about the LUTZ 
Pathfinder project. For 
starters, the electrically 
powered pods will be 
driving in pedestrianised 
areas as well as on roads, 
yet they have a limited top 
speed of 15mph. This begs 


the question of how safe 
will they be mixing among 
other vehicles that may well 
be driving at considerably 
higher speeds? 

To counter this to some 
extent, TSC says each of the 
three pods will be piloted 
by a trained driver to make 
sure there are no risks to 
passengers or pedestrians. 
This then raises another 
query about how useful 
is a driverless pod when 
it needs a driver present 
and can carry only a single 
passenger at a time, even if 
that passenger can be driven 
from door to door? 

The plan is for the LUTZ 
Pathfinder pods to run until 
201 7, allowing plenty of time 
to collect and collate data 
from the trial. It's certainly 
a sound way to reduce 
urban pollution and perhaps 
encourage some drivers to 
leave their car at home or at 
an out of town car park. 

A problem arises, though, 
because the pods use a 


3D map of Milton Keynes 
coupled to on-board sensors 
to know where they are. 
While this means the pods 
are perfectly capable of 
conducting themselves 
safely, they will be in among 
other vehicles they cannot 
communicate with and that 
means they cannot predict or 
plan for their actions. 

This is not a unique failing 
of the LUTZ Pathfinder, but 
a drawback of all driverless 
vehicles. Unless every vehicle 
on the road around them 
is using the same systems, 
there is a serious risk of 
one or more vehicles being 
unaware of the presence of 
other vehicles. The dangers 
here are obvious and just as 
potentially harmful as any 
vehicle driven by a human 
being. 

The LUTX Pathfinder 
project should be applauded, 
but the reality of that future 
is a lot further away than the 
projects' operators might 
hope.

Hyundai delivers Fuel 
Cell ix35s for Paris
